Ledger quotes from a letter from 
' Private G. B. Brown, of Company 
M. Second Pennsylvania regiment,

.which the writer says: ‘‘There 
are lots of people in the world 
that it would be impossible to sat- 
isfy, and we have our share of 
them in the national guard. If 
the fellows who do so much com- 
plaining would do ‘their bit’ as 
real soldiers they would never 
have any occasion to kick about 
the treatment of officers who are 
over them, as they are a body of 
men who are known to be on the 
square.’’ : 

Our hat is off to Private Brown. 
He is not only a philosopher but 
a soldier as well, and it’s a pity 
there are not more men like him, 
not only in the national guard 
but in the great big world in 
which we live and try as best we 
may to get along with one an- 
other. He has uttered a truth 
that is none the less forcible from 
being obvious—a truth that too 
many of us are prone to forget in 
selfish consideration of our owr 
‘real or fancied wrongs. 

The man who ‘‘does his bit’’ is 
not the man who complains. In. 
terest in the work at hand leaves 
shim nothing to complain about. 
Satisfaction bred of the consciou- 
‘ness of duty well performed in- 
duces a contentment that nothing 
else can give. The idea upper- 
most in his mind is not whether 
he is getting what is coming to 
him, but whether he has done 
what is required of him. 

Shirking and whining go hand 
in hand. Laziness is usually 
founded upon an enormous con- 
ceit—a feeling that the good 
things of life should come without 
effort and that our importance is 
such that others should work for 
us. Disappointment at being com. 
pelled against our will to ‘‘do ow 
bit’? embitters us against the 
whole scheme of things. The 
lazy man can never see the fault 
in himself—consequently his feel- 
ings must find expresg#ion in 
criticism and cémplaint of others 

There is nothing new in all 
this—in fact, it comes down from 
the time of Adam. What Private 
Brown says regarding conditions 
in the mational guard applies with 
equal force to conditions in every

But 
so long as the railroad managers 
must devote their eVery genius 
and their every atom of labor to-
